"'T'lgure I I is the block part that holds 
tho piece of file, F. shown in the first 
figure; 
and Figure H I is a side A'iew of 
tho block A\'Ith the top, 0, that holds 
the piece of file in. 


First, you see, the person A\'ho made 
this interesting sharpener took a piece 
of two-by-two and cut a gi'oove, N, 
in it as AN'lde as a skate blade and down 
to A^'ithiu a quarter of an inch of the 


opposite edge. 
Then back at tbe mid- 
dle part on top he cut a long notch. 
M (Figure II). 
This was for tho piece 
of a file to fit into it, and this notch 
Avas cut down until It came into tho 
first notch, N.

MAIDENHAIR. 


Of all our native ferns none is more 
popular 
than 
the 
maidenhair, 
tho 
crowning 
glory 
of 
every 
bunch 
of 
Avoodland spoil which picknickers and 
country 
ramblers 
delight to 
bring 
homo. 
Tho species that grows wild 
in 
Pennsylvania 
and 
neighboring 
States loves the leaf mould of rich, 
damp Avoods. and as this condition is 
Jiard to jlupllc.atj? in the home garden 
u IS as a rule an U4iot.i usrjTFteY-y fern 
to transplant, and it is therefore hest 
left in its native nooks. Avhcre we 
then be sure of it when Ave go on A^'00d- 
land pilgrimages. 


When the baby fronds first push up 
to the liglit in the spring they 
are 
livid pinic in color, reminding one un- 
pleasantly of young mice, but as the 
little crosiers uncoil further the leaflets 
soon acquire the conventional 
green. 
The fern is at its best development in 
midsummer, and few sights are more 
entrancing than a bed of this beau- 
tiful plant at that time, seen in the 
twilight of some secluded glen of our 
Allegheny region, making an undulat- 
ing canopy of velvety green, raised a 
foot or more above tlio earth by a min- 
iature forest of 
polished 
chestnut- 
brown stalks—an ideal place for fairy 
revels. 


Though but one sort of maidenhair 
is indigenous to our Middle 
States, 
there are in the A v o r l d somewhat more 
than eighty knoAvn species, most of 
Avhich are natives of tropical America, 
several of them being familiar as hoc- 
house favorites. 
In the United States 
there are five species, including the 
Venus' hair of the Old World, which is 
found AvIth us in moist, rocky A\'00ds 
from 
Virginia to Florida and Avest- 
ward. 


One of the most charming of our 
native varieties is the maidenhair of 
the Pacific Coast, 
It is to be found 
abundantly 
in California and north- 
Avard, loving the cool, moist side.s of 
canyons, Avhere tho 
direct 
sunshine 
never falls. 
Tho fronds are simpler 
in outline than those of the Eastern 
maidenhair, but are marked by 
tho 
same delicacy of texture in the rounded 
leaflets and by similar dark, polished 
stocks, Avhlch tho Indian basket A^'caA'- 
ers 
weave with 
striking effect 
into 
their designs. 


All maidenlialrs the world over are 
characterized by a peculiar metliod of 
bearing those seed-like bodies called 
spores, avhich all ferns bear and A^'hich 
are seen as round, brown spots on the 
backs of some common varieties 
of 
ferns. 
In the maidenhalrfi these spores 
are borne under tiny fiaps made by 
the turning back 
of 
sections of 
tho 
edge of the leaflets—an interesting fea- 
ture to look for Avhen next you see a 
patch of maidenhair in your rambles.— 
Philadelphia liecord,

veloped with the auco.stors for tho very 
reason that through Avork tho right su- 
perior limbs had attained a greater de- 
velopment? 
Tho function reacts upon 
the organism. 
We therefore move in a 
vicious circle. 
Not because tho left 
hemisphere is more perfect 
are 
we 
right-handed; 
because Ave are 
right- 
handed the loft heniispiiere has devel- 
oped. 


There is, however, a simpler explan- 
ation, 
It may h6 assumed that ori;iin- 
ally the symmetry betAveon the two 
parts of the body was complete. 
Then 
8ome took tho habit of using the right 
hand, others the left. 
These Avere the 
flrst right-handed and left-handed. 
Lit- 
tle by little the use of the right hand 
came to prevail. 
Perhaps one of the 
reasons for this preference of the right 
hand lay in the situation of the heart. 
^Xhe shield vras held on the left side, 
and the actiA-e hand Avas forcibly the 
right. 
Once the choice made the num- 
ber of the right-handed prevailed on 
account of imitation. 
Tlie left hemis- 
phere became modified under the in- 
fluence of the work of the right hand 
and, through heredity, the child got a 
natural tendency to adopting tho riglit 
band, a tendency asserting Itself in ed- 
ucation and imitation. 
To recapitulate, 
why are Ave right-handed? 
Because, 
formerly 
the use of the right 
hand 
came gradually to prevail. 
The cervi- 
cal organism shaped Itself accorxlingly. 
Later on, through atavism, it deter- 
mined the tendency of the movements 
of the superior right limbs, and educa- 
tion and imitation did the rest.—N. Y. 
Tribune.

The unopened ordinary unclaimed leb 
ters remaining on hand January 31, 
190(3. numbered 230,400, a 
reduction 
for the month of lGu.500 letters. 
The 
immensity of the work of this great di- 
vision can only be appreciated Avhen it 
is considered that during tho last fiscal 
year 11,000,OOO pieces of mail Avere re- 
ferred to it for dispusltion.—Am.

I 11 the United States 
there are five species, including the 
Venus' hair of tho Old World, which is 
found with us in moist, rocky woods 
from Virginia to Florida and west­ 
ward. 


One of the most charming of our 
native varieties is the maidenhair of 
the Pacific Coast. 
It is to be found 
abundantly in California and north­ 
ward, loving the cool, moist sides of 
canyons, where tho direct sunshine 
never fails. 
The fronds are simpler 
in outline than those of the Eastern 
maidenhair, but are marked by the 
same delicacy of texture in the rounded 
leaflets and by similar dark, polished 
stocks, which the Indian basket weav­ 
ers weave with striking effect into 
their designs. 


All maidenhairs the world over are 
characterized by a peculiar method of 
bearing those seed-like bodies called 
spores, 'which all ferns bear and which 
are seen as round, brown spots 011 the 
backs of some common varieties of 
ferns. In the maidenhairs these spores 
are borne under tiny flaps made by 
the turning back of sections of tho 
edge of the leaflets—an interesting fea­ 
ture to look for when next you see a 
patch of maidenhair in your rambles,— 
Philadelphia Record.

The January report of the division of 
dead letters of the Postotfice Depart­ 
ment at Washington reveals some in­ 
teresting facts. The number of letters 
opened during January, as shown by 
the roport, exceeded by nearly 300,000 
the number opened during the previous 
month. 
This work is being carefully 
modernized under the reorganization 
plan of Postmaster-General Cortelyou, 
made effective December 1 last, aud 
the indications are that the recent dec« 
laration of heads of the department 
that the work of this important divis« 
ton would be rapidly brouglit up to date 
will soon be realized. 


There were opened during the month 
of January 908,300 letters, and during 
the same period 103,800 ordinary letters 
were returned to senders, an increase 
of 28,257 over the previous month. 
The unopened ordinary unclaimed let* 
ters remaining on hand January 31, 
1900, numbered 230,400, a reduction 
for the month of lGu,500 letters. The 
immensity of the work of this great di* 
vision can only be appreciated when it 
is considered that during tho last fiscal 
year 11,000,000 pieces of mail were re­ 
ferred to it for disposition.—Am, Home 
Monthly, N. Y.

We were two in tlio canoe, and wo 
bad passed tho rapids on our way uii

The Trespass Law. 


The trespass law which is now in effect 
in general in its application and affecta all 
classes of citizens. 
The property owner 
who poste hie land can arrest and punif^h 
any one who tresspasses upon it. 
Fol- 
ing is Uie law : 


Section 1. 
Be it enacted, etc., that 
from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall be unlawiul for any person willfully 
to enter upon any land, within the limits 
of this commonwealth where the owner 
or owners ot said land has caused to be 
prominently posted upon said land print- 
ed notices that the sakl land is private 
property, and warning all persons from 
trespawing thereon, under the penalties 
provided in this act. 


Section 2. 
Every person violating the 
provisions of this act «hall bo liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 together with 
the coits of prosecution to be recovered 
before any magistrate or justice of the 
peace; as fine and penalties are by law 
recoverable ; and in default of payment of 
said fines and costs the party convicted 
shall be committed to the county jail for 
one day for each dollar of fine imposed. 


Section 3 
All penalties recovciied un- 
der this act shall be paid to the school 
fund of the district in which the trespass 
was committed. 


Approved the 14th day of April, 1905.

Fifty years afro a well-painted bouPt 
was a rare sight; to-day an uupainted 
house Is rarer. If people knew the real 
value of paint a house In need of paint 
would be "scarcer than hen's teeth." 
There was some excuse for our fore- 
fathers. Many of them lived in houses 
hardly worth preserving; they know 
nothing about paint, except that it was 
pretty; and to get a house painted was 
a serious and costly job. 
The differ- 
PUCO between their case and oury is 
that when they wanted paint It had to 
be made for them; whereas when we 
need paint wo can go to the nearest 
good store and buy it, in any color or 
quality ready for use. 
We know, or 
ought to know by this time, that to 
let a house stand uupainted is most 
costly, while a good coat of paint, ap- 
plied in season, is the best of invest- 
ments. 
If wo put off the brief visit of 
the painter we shall in due time have 
the carpenter coming to pay us a long 
visit at our expense. 
Lumber Is con- 
stantly getting scarcer, 
dearer 
and 
poorer, while prepared paints are get- 
ting plentier, better and less expensive. 
It is a short-Aighted plan to let the val- 
uable lumber of our houses go to pieces 
for the want o'f paint. 


For the man that needs paint there 
are two forms from which to choose; 
one Is the oid form, still favored by cer- 
tain unprogressive painters who have 
not yet caught up "with the times-lead 
and oil; the other is the ready-for-uso 
paint found in every up-to-date store. 
The first must be mixed with oil, 
driers, turpentine and colors before it 
is ready for use; the other need only 
be stirred up in the can and it is 
ready to go on. 
To buy lead and oil, 
colors, etc., and mix them into a paint 
by hand is, in this twentieth century, 
about the same as refusing to ride in a 
trolley car because one's grandfather 
had to walk 
or ride on 
horseback 
when 
he 
wanted to go anywhere. 
Prepared paints have been on the mar- 
ket less than fifty years, but they have 
proved on the whole so inexpensive, so 
convenient and so good that the con- 
sumption to-day is something over six- 
ty million gallons a year aud still grow- 
ing. Unless they had been in the main 
satisfactory, it stands to reason there 
would 
have 
been no such steady 
growth in their use. 


Mixed paints are necessarily cheaper 
than paint of tho hand-mixed kind, be- 
cause they are made in a large way by 
machinery from materials bought in 
large quantities by the manufacturer. 
They are necessarily better than paints 
mixed by hand, because they are more 
finely 
ground 
and more thoroughly 
mixed and because there is less chance 
of the raw materials in them being 
adulterated. No painter, however care- 
ful he may be, can ever be sure that 
the materials he buys are not adulter- 
ated, but the large paint manufacturer 
does 
know 
in every case, because 
everything he buys goes through the 
chemist's hands before lie accepts it. 


Of course there are poor paints on 
the market (which are generally cheap 
paints). 
So there is poor flour, poor 
cloth, poor soap; but because of that 
do we go back to the hand-mill, the 
hand-loom and the soap-kettle of the 
backwoods? 
No, we use our common 
sense in choosing goods. 
We find out 
the reputation of the different brands 
of floui', cloth and soap; we take ac- 
coimt of the standing of tUe dealer that 
handles them, we ask our neighbors. 
So with paint; If the manufacturer has 
a good reputation, if the dealer is re- 
sponsible, if our neighbors have had 
satisfaction with, it, that ought to be 
pretty good evidence that the paint is 
all right. 


"Many men of many minds"— 
!Miiny paints of many kinds; 
but -while prepared i)aluts may differ 
considerably in composition, the better 
grades of them all agree pretty closely 
in results. 
"Ail roads lead to Rome," 
and the paint manufacturers, starting 
by different paths, have all the same 
object—to make the best paint possible 
to sell for the least money and so cap- 
ture and keep the trade. 


There is scarcely any other article of 
general use on the market to-day that 
can be bought Avlth anything like the 
assurance 
of 
getting your money's 
worth as the ci^taldislied brands of pre- 
pared paint. The paint you buy to-day 
may not be like a certain patent medi- 
cine, "the same as you have always 
bought," but if not, it will be because 
the manufacturer has found a way of 
giving you a better article for your 
money, and so making sure of your 
next order.

The CYtoIee of Tain*. 


Fifty years a*o a well-painted houae 
was a rare sight; to-day an unpainted 
house is rarer* If people knew the real 
value of paint a house in need of paint 
would be "scarcer than hen’s teeth.” 
There was some excuse for our fore­ 
fathers. Many of them lived in houses 
hardly wortli preserving; they knew 
nothing about paint, except that it was 
pretty; and to get a house painted was 
a serious and costly job. 
The differ­ 
ence between their case and ours is 
that when they wanted paint it had to 
be made for them; whereas when we 
need paint we can go to the nearest 
good store and buy it, in any color or 
quality ready for use. 
We know, or 
ought to know by this time, that to 
let a house stand unpainted is most 
costly, while a good coat of paint, ap­ 
plied in season, is the best of invest­ 
ments. If we put off the brief visit of 
the painter we shall in due time have 
the carpenter coming to pay us a long 
visit at our expense. 
Lumber is con­ 
stantly gettiug scarcer, 
dearer and 
poorer, while prepared paints are get­ 
ting plentier, better and less expensive. 
It is a short-lighted plan to let the val­ 
uable lumber of our houses go to pieces 
for the want of paint. 


For the man that needs paint there 
are two forms from which to choose; 
one is the old form, still favored by cer­ 
tain unprogressive painters who have 
not yet caught up with the times—lend 
and oil; the other is the ready-for-use 
paint found in every up-to-date store. 
The first must be mixed with oil, 
driers, turpentine and colors before it 
is ready for use; the other need only 
be stirred up in the can and it is 
ready to go on. 
To buy lead and oil, 
colors, etc., and mix them into a paint 
by hand is, in this twentieth century, 
about the same as refusing to ride in a 
trolley car because one’s grandfather 
had to walk or ride on horseback 
when 
he 
wanted to go anywhere. 
Prepared paints have been on the mar­ 
ket less than fifty years, but they have 
proved on the whole so inexpensive, so 
convenient and so good that the con­ 
sumption to-day is something over six­ 
ty million gallons a year and still grow­ 
ing. Unless they had been in the main 
satisfactory, it stands to reason there 
would 
have 
been no such steady 
growth In their use. 


Mixed paints are necessarily cheaper 
than paint of the hand-mixed kind, be­ 
cause they are made in a large way by 
machinery from materials bought in 
large quantities by the manufacturer. 
They are necessarily better than paints 
mixed by hand, because they are more 
finely 
ground 
and more thoroughly 
mixed and because there is less chance 
of the raw materials in them being 
adulterated. No painter, however care­ 
ful he may be, can ever be sure that 
the materials he buys are not adulter­ 
ated, but the large paint manufacturer 
does 
know 
in every case, because 
everything he buys goes through the 
chemist’s hands before he accepts it.

Forty-two buttons each for every 
man, woman and cliild in the Uuit-ed 
States represents tho annual produc- 
tion of the United States, according 
to a special report on buttons issued 
by our 
Governmonl 
in 
connoction 
with the twelfth census. Since this 
report, however, there 
liave 
been 
great changes iu the making of but- 
tons in this country and the annual 
production 
greatly 
incrca'pp^i. 


Our 
bwitons are 
made from 
bone, 
cloth, horn, metals, vegetable, ivory, 
wood. cclUiloid, paper, pearl and sev- 
eral other materials. 
Of these pearl 
buttons hold first plac^ iu both value 
and numbers. 
Twelve million gross 
of fresh water pearl buttons are now 
being made in this country each year 
and about ono-fifth 
as 
many 
salt 
water pearl buttons. 
Since tho last 
census report the pearl buttons an- 
nually produced have nearly doubled. 


Fifteen years ago it was discovered 
that the waters of the Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, Tennessee and Arkansas 
produced pearl excellently adap'fd to 
tho making of buttons. Up to that 
time all pearl buttons made in the 
United States were from salt water 
shell's and the button industry 
was 
confined 
to cities 
on the 
Eastern 
coast. 
Since the discovery of fresh 
water pearl the industry has spread 
well into the Central and 
Western 
States. 
Hundreds of shell 
hunters 
busy themselve-s along the rivers, ancl 
factories for the making of 
button 
blanks have sprung up on the banks. 


The first operation in the making 
of a button is preparing and 
saw- 
ing of the iiliell into button 
blanks 
of various sizes and thickness. 
The 
blanks will be understood, are round 
and of the same diameter as the but- 
tons into which thev are made. 
The 
varied thickiiess of the shell gives 
a variety of thickness to the blanks 
as first sawed out, thus necessitating 
the slicing of them into many addi- 
tional blanks of ihe same diameter. 
If the blanks have been prepared up- 
on the banks of some river they are 
shipped in sacks like 'so much grain 
and are thus received at the store 
room of the button factory proper. 
These 
bags 
contain 
two 
hundred 
pounds or more. 
A grading machine 
automatically 
sorts bushels and busa- 
cls of these blanks into their respec- 
tive thickness. 


The various sizes of buttons at a 
button factory and to the trade are 
described by a number and the word 
"¡lines." 
There are 
lO-line 
buttons 
and G5-linc buttons and some even 
larger. 
There are 40 lines to 
the 
inch, and when we speak of a 40- 
line button it means that the diam- 
eter of that button is one inch. 


As soon as the shells have been 
turned into blanks the work of shap- 
ing, 
facing and drilling is 
begun. 
The button 
machines 
rest upon a 
bench and are operated by belting. 
They are not unlike the bench lathes 
of a machinist. 
Each button is put 
in a sort of socket with one hand 
of the operator and with the other 
hand the 
mechanical 
facing 
tool 
brought in contact with it and the 
power applied. 
The drilling of tho 
holes in the button is done in the 
same way. 


About three years ago a marvelous 
new invention made its appearance 
and has revolutionized the industry 
to no small extent. 
In the making 
of fresh water pearl buttons one of 
these machines takes the place 
of 
five girls under the former plan, 
A 
girl seated at one of these machines 
places the blanks one after another 
rapidly 
in position. 
On a sort of 
belt-like arrangement these 
buttons, 
as they are put in place, are cari'Ied 
first to the mechanism which shapes 
and faces and then a little further to 
the poiijt at which the drills automati- 
cally operate in piercing the holes. 
Carried on further, the button is de- 
livered from the machine into a re- 
ceptacle and the part of the machine 
which held it on its journey quickly 
comes round in front of the operator 
again to be 
filled. 
These machines 
were invented in Io\\'a, and are now 
coming into quite general use. 


Where buttons are of large size 
and are made in some fancy design 
this work is done upon a hand ma- 
chine. 
These buttons are, of course, 
more expejisive. The styles of decor- 
ation 
in 
buttons 
do 
not 
change 
greatly. 


In another part of the factory an- 
other iorce of girls is employed in 
fastening the buttons 
onto 
cards 
ready fur the market. 


These girls become very adept at 
this work and easily sew on 40 gross 
a day each.

ticG, for not believing in the continual 
occurrence of spontaneous generation 
such as ho claims to 
have 
demon- 
strated. 
The majority of evolution- 
ists, he points out, assume that the 
natural origin of living matter lias 
taken place only once in the far past. 
Or if repeated in time past that, at 
any rate, it no longer occurs. 
But 
this is to look Upon the process as a 
sort of miracle, and 
to assume 
a 
break in the continuity of evolution, 
which all 'evolutionists are anxious to 
avoid.

HOW »TIGERS KILL PREY. 


Always Make Attack Upon the Flank 


Of an Animal. 


I have taken considerable trouble 
to find out how tigers kill large game, 
says a writer in the London Field. 
Some time ago I was asked to come 
and see^a full-grown bullock that had 
been killed by a tiger. 
On examining 
it I found the animal had its neck 
broken and there were claw marks 


V .1 the nose and shoulder, but no- 
where else. 
There 
was no 
doubt 
that the tiger had jumped at the bull 
and landed on the shoulder, and when 
the 
bull turned liis head 
to 
gore 
the tiger he must iiave put his claw 
out and with a sudden jerk broken 
his neck. 


On another occasion I went to see

Made Chiefly of Pearl Shell— Forty- 
two Buttons a Year is the Average 
for Every Man, Woman and Child 
In the United States. 
The button is one of the best ex­ 
amples of the importance of small 
things. 
Read it out of existence in 
all its forms and it would affect 
our national life. 
Compelled to re­ 
turn to the robes of our ancestors, 
many of the greatest lines of mod­ 
ern industry would bo handicapped. 
Imagine the firemen of a locomotivc 
clad in loose flowing garments or 
the conductor of a crowded trolley 
car making change in a toga. 


Forty-two buttons each for every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States represents the annual produc­ 
tion of the United States, according 
to a special report on buttons issued 
by our 
Government 
in 
connection 
with the twelfth census. Since this 
report, however, there 
have 
been 
great changes in the making of but­ 
tons in this country and the annual 
production 
has 
greatly 
ir.crea*se^. 
Our 
buttons are 
made from 
bone, 
cloth, horn, metals, vegetable, ivory, 
wood, celluloid, paper, pearl and sev­ 
eral other materials. 
Of these pearl 
buttons hold first place in both value 
and numbers. 
Twelve million gross 
of fresh water pearl buttons are now 
being made in this country each year 
and about one-fifth 
as 
many 
salt 
water pearl buttons. 
Since the last 
census report the pearl buttons an­ 
nually produced have nearly doubled. 


Fifteen years ago it was discovered 
that the waters of the Illinois, Indi­ 
ana, Iowa, Tennessee and Arkansas 
produced pearl excellently adapt* d to 
the making of buttons. Up to that 
time all pearl buttons made in the 
United States were from salt water 
shells and the button industry was 
confined 
to cities 
on the 
Eastern 
coast. 
Since the discovery of fresh 
water pearl the industry has spread 
well into the Central and Western 
States. 
Hundreds of shell hunters 
busy themselves along the rivers, aiicl 
factories for the making of button 
blanks have sprung up on the banks. 


The first operation in the making 
of a button is preparing and saw­ 
ing of the shell into button blanks 
of various sizes and thickness. 
The 
blanks will be understood, are round 
and of the same diameter as the but­ 
tons into which they are made. The 
varied thickness of the shell gives 
a variety of thickness to the blanks 
as first sawed out, thus necessitating 
the slicing of them into many addi­ 
tional blanks of the same diameter. 
If the blanks have been prepared up­ 
on the banks of some river they are 
shipped in sacks like *so much grain 
and are thus received at the store 
room of the button factory proper. 
These 
bags 
contain two hundred 
pounds or more. A grading machine 
automatically sorts bushels and bush­ 
els of these blanks into their respec­ 
tive thickness. 


The various sizes of buttons at a 
button factory and to the trade are 
described by a number and the word 
“¡lines.” 
There are 10-line buttons 
and 65-line buttons and some even 
larger. 
There are 40 lines to the 
inch, and when we speak of a 40- 
line button it means that the diam­ 
eter of that button is one inch. 


As soon as the shells have been 
turned into blanks the work of shap­ 
ing, 
facing and drilling is 
begun. 
The button 
machines 
rest upon a 
bench and are operated by belting. 
They are not unlike the bench lathes 
of a machinist. 
Each button is put 
in a sort of socket with one hand 
of the operator and with the other 
hand the 
mechanical 
facing 
tool 
brought in contact with it and the 
power applied. 
The drilling of tho 
holes in the button is done in the 
same way. 


About three years ago a marvelous 
new invention made its appearance 
and lias revolutionized the industry 
to no small extent. 
In the making 
of fresh water pearl buttons one of 
these machines takes the place 
of 
five girls under the former plan. 
A 
girl seated at one of these machines 
places the blanks one after another 
rapidly in position. 
On a sort of 
belt-like arrangement these buttons, 
as they are put in place, are carried 
first to the mechanism which shapes 
and faces and then a little further to 
the point at which the drills automati­ 
cally operate in piercing the holes. 
Carried on further, the button is de­ 
livered from the machine into a re­ 
ceptacle and the part of the machine 
which held it on its journey quickly 
comes round in front of the operator 
again to be filled. 
These machines 
were invented in Iowa, and are now 
coming into quite general use. 


Where buttons are of large size 
and are made in some fancy design 
this work is done upon a hand ma­ 
chine, 
These buttons are, of course, 
more expensive. The styles of decor­ 
ation 
in 
buttons 
do 
not 
change 
greatly. 


In another part of the factory an­ 
other iorce of girls is employed in 
fastening the buttons 
onto 
cards 
ready for the market. 


These girls become very adept at 
this work and easily sew on 40 gross 
a day each. 


SEEKING LIFE'S SOURCE. 


Problem of Spontaneous Generation 
Still Under Discussion. 


The controversy regarding spontané 
eous generation—that is-, the produc­ 
tion of living beings from non-living 
matter—has been kept aliva in recant 


years <by the work of Dr, H. Charlton 
Bastian. For, says The I^ondon Globe, 
Dr, Bastian has maintained against 
almost the whole of tho scientific 
world that 
spontaneous 
generation 
may, and does, occur at the present 
day. 
Ho professes to have seen It 
continually taking place in his labora­ 
tory. It is always out of organic ma­ 
terials that this spontaneous genera­ 
tion takes place. Dr, Bart inn recom­ 
mends infusion of turnip or beef. 
1C 
theso are treated according to certain 
directions which are given*, life will 
duly appear. 
And we are assured 
that it is spontaneous, and not de­ 
veloped from any pre-existing germs. 
But Dr. Bastian's critics will doubt­ 
less here say, “Life is developed in 
your infusions because they have not 
been 
efficiently 
sterilized. 
It has 
arisen 
from 
previously 
exist ins 
germs in the usual way.” 
Dr, Bas­ 
tian, on tho other hand, retorts that 
the reason why other experimenters 
do not get life from their infusions 
is that in tlreir zealous sterilizing they 
have destroyed the “germinality oi 
the fluid-,” its potentiality of life pro- 
ductionr 


Dr. Bastian also believes in what

Dr. Bastian reproaches evolution­ 
ists and with some appearance of jus* 
tice, for not believing in tho continual 
occurrence of spontaneous generation 
such as he claims to 
have 
demon­ 
strated. 
The majority of evolution­ 
ists, he points out, assume that the 
natural origin of living matter has 
taken place only once in the far past. 
Or if repeated in time past that, at 
any rate, it no longer occurs. 
But 
this is to look Upon the process as a 
sort of miracle, and to assume a 
break in the continuity of evolution, 
which all 'evolutionists are anxious to 
avoid.

Always Make Attack Upon the Flank

been killed by a tiger. On examining 
it I found the animal had its neck 
broken and there were claw marks 
v .1 the nose and shoulder, but no­ 
where else. 
There was no doubt 
that the tiger had jumped at the bull 
and landed on the shoulder, and when 
the bull turned his head to gore 
the tiger he must have put his claw 
out and with a sudden jerk broken 
his neck.
